Hanoi Freezes the Talks With a Refusal to Compromise 


HE fundamental question which has 
dominated the Paris peace talks 
frorh the outset is now-susceptible of an 
answer. The question is: will Hanoi. 1] 
the United States dis- i 
engage from Viet- 
nam on, the basis of a 
reasonable com- 
promise?-The answer 
is _no-— almost cer- 
tainly not. At least, 
not at this stage, and 
probably not for the 
foreseeable future. 
Boiled down to its 
essence, Hanoi’s 
“peace" program, as 
outhmed here over the past three weeks, 
consists. of four steps: 

.1. A total cessation of American 
bombing and ‘‘other acts of war’’ against 
the north — with ‘no corresponding 
reduction of the Communist war effort in 
the south. ©). 

2. A total withdrawal of allied troops 
from South Vietnam, with no correspon- 
ding .withdrawal of North Vietnamese

3. A coalition government, including 
Communist ministers and presumably 
dcrunated by them. 

4. “‘Non-interference” from the out- 
side’ with subsequent Communist efforts 
to seize complete power. 


Capitulation Program 

This is, of course, a program. for 
American capitulation. The only con- 
cession it makes to American require- 
ments is the provision for an interim 
coalition, Otherwise it amounts to a 
surrender ceremony.

As you walk. around the trails *at 
Francis Park you can see many changes 
in the flora. 

Tbe star flower with its pinkish-white 
binssom flourishes inthe moist shady 
forest groves. 

On most of the trails creeping along 
the giound, you can find the yerba buena 
with roundish, crinkly leaves that are 
opposed on the stem. You have to look 
closely to see the tiny whitish—flowérs, 


This plant belongs to the mint family. Its. 


leaves give off an aromatic perfume. — 


Often close by will be the purpié~ 


honeysuckle, another -ground-creeper, 
with pinkish-purple flowers beneath the 
somewhat hairy leaves. 

There are many coral root plants. 
especially the spotted variety. This plant 
has no green leaves but scales that.clasp 


the stem. It is parasitic and gets its food, 


from the decaying plant material that.is 
in ihe ground. This plant belongs to the 
orchid family. 

On the rocky outcrops the stonecrop 
is an full bloom with its stat shaped 


~ flower and many-colored leaves. Look at 


the leaves—and note the thick fleshy 


Structure= which holds the 
enabling the plant to survive during the 
hot-dry summer. This is similar to the 
cactus family. ; * 

Throughout the park you can find the 
saniclé. Some of them have purplish 
flowers, Others will be yeHowish, Some 
of the leaves‘gre narrow, others deeply, 
lobed. This plant seems to predominate 
and is often overlooked yet it is worth 
a study. : 

The conifers are showing new, bright 
freen tips.. These are called -‘flushings."” 
There seems to be a slight difference in 
the color of individual trees. 

Along the trails the ground is covered 
with tiny browhish flower husks. These 
are the mate flowers from the Douglas 
fir that are falling from the~fwigs now 
that their task.is finished. Pick one up 
and examine it. See how minute each 
flower is: 

he maples,are putting on their full 
igaf growth. Look underneath them, ste 
the paired samara or seeds which make 
an angle up to 90 degrees. 

Do, you know that-.this, particular 
maple is strictly a coast tree, and only 
grows west of the Cascade ranges?

The president met only 
briefly with the cabinet after 
returning from a -night of 
solitude at his Colombey 
estate, then took his éase 
directly to the people.

nomic reforms and which ran 
into immediate opposition, 
Was postponed.

fimely question. 

Harry W. Flannery, a CBS 
correspondent in Berlin before 
the Second World War, and 
Gerhart Seger, a social demo- 
crat member of the Reichstag 
between the two wars, intend 
to give a comprehensive pic- 
ture---of the politics, the 
economy and the culture of 
present-day Germany in order 
to forecast its future. 


‘Front Line’ 


In spite of the book's title, 
the authors state in the 
“foreword that the theme is 
only West Germany, which 
they wiew as the ‘front line 
for democracy. in Europe.” 
They deal with this theme as 
“seen in terms of United 
States interest’’ but express 
the hope of having been 
“suecessful in their efforts to 
be objective in a rather 
controversial area.” 

The book contains-® great 
deal of information about 
Germany ‘téday. The atithors 
begin with a sketch of the 
country's @ark past of 
Nazism, deal with Germany's 


reconstruction under Dr, 
Adenauer; the aims of the

Democrats. and.: the Free 
Democrats) are discussed at 
length; the somewhat em- 
barrassing neo-Nazi surge is 
considered by the authors as 
greatly distorted on the part 
of the press, The “world’s 
most” free economy” which 
produced the “economic 
miracle”’ is greatly lauded. On 
the other hand, infofmation 
about East Germany is rather 
sketchy. 


Left Wondering 


The two journalists are so 
concerned with presenting 
facts that they include plenty 
of statistical information; un- 
fortunately the -reader is too 
often left to wonder about the 
sources, Statistics are mean- 
ingful only in their proper 
perspective, and the authors 
often present them in a 
misleading manner. 

For instanee, in a com- 
parison of the average wages 
of a West German and a.U.S. 
worker the authors convert 
the wage of the German work- 
er into U.S. dollars, compare 
the two figures and conclude 


that the Ametrican worker 
earns twice. as much as his 
German counterpart. The 


reader i§ left to wondér what 
the buying power of each 
worker’s earnings would be in 
the respective countries. 


Even cultural life. is given in 
stafisties: “25 million people 
attend 197 theatres in West 
Germany every year.” The 
airlift during the blockade of 
Berlin is commented upon as 
follows: ‘Nearly 300,000 round 
trips fo Berlin were made in 
the next 15 months, The 
mileage was more than that 
of 200 trips to the moon.”’ This 
conversion is meaningful _to 
every astronaut who has been 
to the moon and back, 


‘Model Democracy 


Flannery and Seger's West 
Germany emerges as a\model 
democracy with close ties to 
the West and with a good 
chance for survival. Com- 
ritunism holds. no attraction 
for the West Germans be- 
cause they are fat and well 
provided for in their old age.

brushed asiidé by gross 
oversimplLification: the 
authors ~ equate _neo-Nazism 
with Hitler and the gas 


chambers’ and comment: “It 
is hard to. believe that any 
people would want to bring 
back the gas chambers and 
other madness of the Hitler 
years.” 

Since the book's publication 
the. National Democrats - have 
made further gains and Ger- 
many has had its’, worst 
student demonstrations.

facts suggest that- there is

HOLLYWOOD (AP) — The® 


most talked-about series of 
the new television season is a 
situation comedy called Julia, 
about a young Negro woman, 


played by singer Diahann 
Carroll. ; 

The show is still four 
months away from its pre- 


mier, and only the pilot has 
been filmed. But already it is 
the cause of controversy. In a 
Saturday Review article title 
Julia: Breakthrough or Let- 
down? Robert Lewis Shayon 
criticized the project for 
failing to deal with the “two” 
target groups in American 
life—-Negro youth and Negro 
men.” 

Shayon noted that the 
National Advisory Com- 
mission. on Civil Disorders 
reported that unemployment 
is not a problem with Negro 
women; the real problem is 
Negro youth “hustling in the 
jungle” of their ‘crime- 
violence-prone .an d 
poverty-stricken world,” 
many of them deprived of the 
presence of the “‘solid citizen” 
father. 

“The Negro female accom- 
modates to the white power 
“steucture; the Negro male is 
aggressive in his demands for 
responsibility, and such 
aggression. would hardly be 
welcome in a TV series,” said 
the. writer. 

Miss Carroll was recently in 
Hollywood briefly to hunt for 
a home before starting the 
NBC series, which was 
created. and—produced. by_ Hal 
Kanter for 20th Century-Fox. 
She was scornful of the 
Shayon article.

They Must Pay 


Teachers employed over and 
above entitlement are the sole 
financial responsibility of the 
particular district authorities. 

As one secondary music 
educator points out — “natu- 
rally each principal wants“ a 
full-time teacher to help share 
the load of supervision, regu- 
lar scholastic work and pro- 
gram activities. 

“Rarely, especially at the 
elementary level, will he 


accept a teacher who wil] be “ 


at his school for only an’hour 
or two each day.” 

This means that teachers 
having exceptional ability for 
inspired teaching in a specific 
art category, can utilize ‘that 
ability to only a limited 
extent. 

They must spend. the maxi- 
mum part of their day 
teaching~and supervising in 
areas.that would be at least 
as well served “by teachers 
with less specialized gitts. 

It also means that in many 
elementary schools in the 
province instruction in the 
arts is minimal and that at 
some secondary schools there 
is little encouragement for 
students to take fine arts 
electives.

Lacking better information

Latest reports indicate that 
al} varieties of Lawson's 
Cypress are susceptible to the 
cypress fungus, while other 


‘ genera are mainly affected by 


the einnamon fungus. 

Once established in the soil, 
the fungus is extremely dif- 
ficult, if not impossible, to 
eradicate. It will survive for 
long. periods even when host 
plants are not grown, and has 
been discovered’ at depths of 
30 inches, far deeper than 
chemicals or soil fumigants 
can penetrate, 

Both fungi thrive under 
moist soil conditions and both 
can .be spread through a, 
garden, and through neigh- 
boring gardens; by the -move- 
ment of soil ‘water. 

For these reasons the. di- 
sease can become out of hand 
in the areas of heavy winter 
rajnfall. -

_ MENS’ MINDS WANDER 


By ROSEMARY SPEIRS 

WINNIPEG (CP) — Adult 
women aid teen-agers have a 
lot in common — both are 
just learning how to deal with 
the world, the royal-eommis- 
sion on the status of women 
was told Wedriesday. 


“We're just learning now” 


even how to talk so that men 
will pay attention,” bdéme 
economist Judy*Gaudin; 24, 
told the public hearing. 

“Men's minds wander when 
we rattle on and’on. But they 
welcome womén who speak 
briefly and effectively.” 

Miss Gaudin, an attractive 
blonde Avho is to be married 
today, spent. the afternoon 
outlining attitudes she found 
prevalent among .about 100 


/young Manitoba women she 


surveyed for her brief. 

Both ‘She-and: Sharon: Over- 
water, 27, a mother of two, 
complained that news about 
the commission's inquiry into 
women's problems is con- 
sistently relegated to women’s 
sections of newspapers. 

“My husband is not going to 
read the women's pages,” 
Mrs. Overwater said. 

Miss Gaudin said the young 
women she interviewed seem 
to look on their jobs as_‘‘a 
necessary evil, a stop-gap till 
marriage.” ~~ 

“The majority of single or 
matried working girls do not 


. seem to derive a large degree 


of personal. satisfaction or 
pride of accomplishment from 
their jobs.” 

Most ‘ took jobs t6 earn 
money or to meet people, 


preferably eligitile men, 

She -said Aimmarried | girls 
and young” mothers usually 
live full/lives taken up by 
their- jobs, boyfriends, young 
husbands or babies, 

But mothers, whose familes 
Avere at school “‘are left 
sitting in a dried up rut.” 

Neither jobs nor housekeep- 
ing,. then, were graded as 
creative challenges by women 
whose own apathy might in 
the end prove their greatest 
obstacle to self-fulfilment.

CUT RED TAPE 
TRUDEAU AIM 


By VICTOR MACKIE

MONCTON, N.B. — Prime Minister Pierre Trudeau 
charged here Friday there has been “tdo much red tape’ and 
insufficient. co-ordination .in_ the organization of regional 
development programs to end pockets of poverty. 

Formation of a proposed new department ‘of Atlantic 
regional development was aimed at cutting down on the “red 

‘ tape” and improving the developmerit._ programs, he said. 

Mr, Trudeau, making a four-day election swing through 
the Maritime provinces and into Newfoundland today, told a 
cheering audience here that’the Liberal party does not stand 
for “give-away programs.” He said the Liberals ‘‘know there 
are no such things.” : 

“T am convinced that the voter is not interested in a 
party that wants to levy its way into power with taxes. It is 
you voters and.taxpayers who will have to pay. 

“But we will not hesitate to spend the money that must 
be spent to bring equality of opportunity to those. regions, and 
to those groups of people who have as yet little share in the 
affluent society,”’ said Mr. Trudeau. 

Preaching his proposals for a “‘just society” he said he 
was speaking not only of the areas in Atlantic provinces 
which were suffering from economic disparity but of groups 
all over such as the Eskimo, Indian and Metis populations — 
in the west-and in the east. . 

There were also areas which in a marginal economy of 
primary resources — forestry, fishing, subsistence farming, 
which lacked those well developed service industries offering 
jobs and a decent living. The result was that there were 
areas where there was a poverty cycle that was hard to

WINNIPEG EYES 
‘BOND! LOTTERY 


EDMONTON (CP) — Win- 
nipeg Mayor Steve Juba said 


his city has a plan for raising’ 


money ‘through bonus—prizes 
on savings bonds, but the plan 
is being delayed until_a legal 
opinion is .obtained from’ the 
Manitoba attorney - géneral’s 
department. 

Mr. Juba told the Edmonton 
Chamber of Commerce the 
scheme is based on the 
voluntary tax plan recently 
introduced ‘in Montreal. 


He said the -Montreal plan 


| “is a lottery in the true sense 


of the word, and they’re being 
pretty successful in raising 
money.” 

He said the Winnipeg pro- 
posal is to sell $10 savings 
bonds maturing in 36 months. 

During the life of the bond, 
the buyer would qualify every 
month to win $20,000 in a 
raffle. No. interest would be 
paid; after 36 months the 
bond would be redeemable at 
face value. . 

He  estiinated the system 
would allow the city to raise 
funds at about 2% per cent 
instead of about 7% per cent. 

He said the money so raised 
would-be used for such 
services as sewage plants, 
peliation control and hospitals.

The book-under review is an 
analysis of the creative work 
of J.. BR. R.- Tolkien, with, 
inevitably, an emphasis on 
The Hobbit and The Lord of 
the Bings. A reviewer is 
automatically tempted to 
communicate his enthusiasm 
for Tolkien and_ to overlook 
Ready, since it is the-achieve- 
ment of the former that is the 
greater and will prove to be 
the modre enduring. (Dr, 
Ready is a librarian, at 


MeMaster University, Hamily, 


ton.) 

To one kind of potential 
reader The Tolkien Relation 
will. be largely meaningless; 
anyone lacking a considerable 


familiarity with The Lord of ‘ 


the Rings may find ~ Dr. 
Ready’s book. close to’ a waste 
of time. : 

To -another type of reader 
The Tolkien Relation will be 
largely valueless;; a reader 
steeped in Tolkien will find 
here very little that’ had not 
already occurred to him‘as he 
read. 
~The Trilogy,”’- writes .Wil- 
liam Ready, “‘is the, stuff of 
ihe fairy tale, of myth and 
legend, of the folk tale that 
contains the matter of Man, 
far beyond what it seems to 
be. Tolkien brings our dragons 
home to roost.” 

This. is one, of the author's 
most. perceptive observations 
(Gif inept methaphorically), but 


itis -a truth likely to be 
evident to: most readers of 
Tolkien. 


Poor Style .. . Badly Written 


Furthermore, this is a badly 
written book.’ Many colloquial- 
isms and infelicities of style 
intrude, but more aggravating 
is Dr. Ready'’s » engrained 
habit -of .. repetition. One 
will often find the same idea 
effered in four different chap- 
ters. The book is rambling 
and disjointed, with frequent 
irrelevancies and digressions. 
These elements of the book, 
plus large type and blank 
pages persuade. one that The 
Tolkien Relation could better 
be an article than a book, 

For all it faults, the book 
has much material of interest. 


The redder learns ~a~ little - 
about. Professor Tolkien's 
early. life in South Africa, 


service in the First world 
War, and his long career as.a 
don ‘and ‘professor of Anglo- 
Saxon at-Oxford-- University. 
Dr, Ready writes of Tolkien’s 
conservatism, his Catholicism, 
ahd his reticenee. 
However, biographical tit- 
bits, comments on. Tolkien's 
relationships with C. S. Lewis 


and Chafles Williams, and 
plot summaries of Tolkien's 
two principal creative works 
are. peripheral to the main 
theme of this book. 

Two subjects are likely to 
stick in the mind of a reader 
of The Tolkien ‘Relation. The 
first. is- Tolkien's attitude 
towards Hobbits. On the one 
hand;—-he—depictsthem——as 
pleasant creatures, a_ little 
stupid, preoccupied with com- 
fort, food, and genealogy. 
However, the other, the more 
profound side of the Hobbits is 
summed up by Dr. Ready in 
two fine. sentences: ‘‘The 
Hobbit-is Man’s own daring 
admission of himself as he 
really..is. ... Tolkien_reveals 
the power and dignity that 
reside in Man, however hid- 
den they may be, as they are, 
most of the time, and he does 
it through. a little Hobbit, 
Frodo, who is Man in essence, 


more than man.” (Dr. Readyy 


suggests that The Lord of the 
Rings is a better introduction 
to Tolkien than The Hobbit.) 


Doesn't Penetrate Deeply Enough 


The second _ significant 
theme in The Tolkien Relation 


is the ultimate meaning of 
Tolkien's books. Here Dr. 
Ready points the way, but 


does_not_penetrate especially 
deeply.He finds..that The 
Lord of the Rings, the climax 
of Tolkien's work, is in 
essence about man’s freedom 
of will to choose between good 
and evil, and the potentiality 
of power (as symbolized by 
the rings) to corrupt. 

The critic draws some 
interesting - parallels between 
Totkien and Beowulf, as well 
as the books of T. H. White. 
Equally relevant to an analy- 


sis of —ujtimate ~ significance 
are, however, unmentioned 
books like Milton's, Paradise 
Lost and Bunyan’s Pilgrim’s 
Progress. One might even find 
important parallels between 
The Lerd.of the Rings and 
‘Swift's Gulliver’s Travels. 

A review such as this is. in 
constant danger of drifting off 
into an analysis’ of Tolkien, 
achieved in Dr. Ready'’s book 
somewhat less than brilliantly 
and excitingly. His study is 
not likely to send many 
readers to Tolkien, but if it 
contributes something to, an 
understanding of one of the 
significant works of our times 
it will have been’ worthwhile.

Many: changes -have 
occurred in West.Germany in 
the recent past. After Dr. 
Erhard resigned a’ chancel- 
lor, Dr. Kiesinger formed a 
new government uniting the 
Christian Demodtats’ and the 
former opposition, the Social 
Democrats, in a grand coali- 
tion. 

The National Democratic 
Party, described as neo-Nazi, 
has recently made further 
gains. Students ‘have staged 
violent demonstrations. After 
such protests and. talk of a 
new, more free and more 
democratic Germany.— 
“Which Way Germany?” is a 
timely. question. 

Harry W. Flannery, a CBS 
correspondent in Berlin before 
‘the Second World War, and 
Gerhart Seger, a social demo- 
crat member of the-Reichstag 
between the two wars, intend 
to give a comprehensive. pic- 
ture of the politics, the 
economy and the culture. of 
present-day: Germany. in order 
to forecast its future. 


‘Front Line’ 
In spite of the book's title, 


the authors “State in the 
foreword that the theme is 
only West Germany, which 
they view as the “front line 
for’ democracy in “Europe.” 
They deal with this theme as 
“seen in terms of United 


States interest’ but, express 
the hope of -having been 
‘successful in their efforts to 
bé objective in a rather 
controversial area.” 

The. book contains a great 
deal of information about 
Germany. today: The - authors 
begin with a sketch of the 
county's dark) past of 
Nazism, €eal with Germany’s 
defeat and division, follow its 


reconstruction -under Dr, 
Adenauer; fhe aims of the 
principal parties (fhe Chris- 
* tlan -_Democrats, the Social 


a Ee 
Democrats . and the Free 
Democrats) are discussed at 
length; 
barrassing neo-Nazi surge is 
considered by the authors as 
greatly distorted on the part 
of the press, The “world’s 
most free economy’ which 
produced the “economic 

“miracle” is greatly lauded. On 
the other hand, information 
about Fast Germany is rather 
sketchy. 


Left Wondering 


The two journalists are so 
concerned with presenting 
facts that they include plenty 
of statistical information; un- 
fortunately the reader is too 
often left to wonder about the 
sources, Statistics are mean- 
ingful— only in their proper 
perspective, and the authors 


often present them in & 
misleading. manner. 
For instance, in a “com- 


parison of the average wages 
of a West German and a US. 
worker the authors convert 
the.wage of the German work- 
er into U.S. dollars, compare 
the two figures and conclude 


that the American worker 
earns twice as-much as his 
German counterpart. The 


reader is: left: to wonder what 
the ~buying power ' of ‘each 
worker's earnings would be in 
the respective countries. 

Even cultural life is given in 
statisti¢s:. “25 million people 
attend 197° theatres in West 
Germany every year.’ The 
airlift duting the blockade of 
Berlin “is commented ‘upon as 
follows: “Nearly 300,000 round 
trips to Berlin were made in 
the -riext 15 months. The 
mileage was more than that 
of 200 trips tothe moon.”’ This 
‘conversion is meaningful to 
every astronaut who has béen 
to the moon and back. 


Model Democracy 


Flannery “arid Seger’s West 
Germany emerges as a model 
democracy ,with; clase ties to 
the West) and with a_ good 
chance for . survival.. Coser 
munism holds no attraction 
for. the West Germans be- 
catise they are fat and well 
provided for in their old age. 

The National Democrats are 


the somewhat em— 


brushed aside by gross 
oversimplifieation: the 
authors equate neoNazism 
with, Hitler and the~ gas 
chambers and comment: “It 
is hard to believe that any 


people would want to. bring 
back the gas chambers and 
other madness of the Hitler 
years.” 

Since the book’s publication 
the National Democrats have 
made further gains and Ger- 
many has had its worst 
student demonstratioris. These 
facts suggest. that there is 
unfinished business: meaning- 
ful reforms as well as the 
reunification of Germany 
which has still to be dealt 
with at a peace conference by 
the victors of the Second 
World War. 

The question remains 
whether the- inability to find a 
solution to the German prob- 
Jeni will lead to further unrest 
and contribute to ~ further 
gains of right-wing elements, 
which could endanger West 
Germany’s , democracy. 
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BUSY SCENE in Munich’s Karl 
Square typifies the prosperity of post- 


first 20 years. It-is also a 
“portrait of the.artist as a 
young man,” for at every turn 
one is made aware of the 
impact that those early years 
have had on the writer, 


The book ends with - young 
Victor in Paris, turning de- 


liberately ‘away from his 
background and from his 
family: ““I became a 


foreigner. For myself that. is 
what a’ writer is—a—man 
living on the other side of a 
frontier.” 


Always Foreigner 


Yet, as the whole book 
makes abundantly clear, Vic- 
tor had always been a 
foreigner, On one side of the 
frontier ‘stands himself, a 
youth whom he presents with 
unsentimental-clarity, and on 
the other_side his family.and- 
the -tawdry lodgings -that- they 
all journeyed through during 
those nineteen years. 


The foreigner in the house- 
hold observed everything and 
stored it all away, so that now 
the characters of his boyhood 
tumble onto the page, loved 
and hated, analyzed and seen 
for what. they are. 


Father was. a Yorkshireman 
and. came. from a lorig line of 
dourly romantic ‘eccentrics. 
He was a Micawber character 
“walking in and out of jobs 
with the bumptiousness of a 
god.” 

But his bright hopes always 
turned to dust so that by the

Young Victor’s pride as an 
aspiring writer was often 
touched in that household and 
his parents are taken down 


with . devastating effect—‘‘I 
hated my father’’—yet. Mr. 
Pritchett sees around and 


behind the figure of his young 
self so that Victor never 
appears superior or smug. 


He accepts the fact that he 
is-what he is and his parents 
are the people that they are. 
The line is drawn up between 
them with severity but little 
animosity. 


This is the real impact of 


the book.- We look over 
Victor’s shoulder at vividly 
presented characters whom 


he hates and loves. His is a 
dazzling picture of _lower- 
middle-class Edwardian —so- 
ciety, as vivid and as pathetie- 
ally jaunty as the worldd of H. 
G. Wells’ Kipps or Mr. Polly. 


The family’s endless flight 
continually -interrupted  Vic- 
tor’s schooling and he never 
went to university. Instead, he 
studied life, and one can only 
thank fate that he did. 


This’ is an absorbing book. 
Jt builds a world that is-as 
well-rounded as’ that of any 
work—of-fiction._It_is passion- 
ate yet, well_judged, and the 
sentences are bitingly percep- 
tive in-their smooth precision. 
Hopefully, we will not have to 
wait long for volume two-to 
come off the presses.
